Examiner's Amendment

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claim 56 is allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the combination of limitations as 
set forth in claim 56, and specifically comprising a flat cathode ray tube having a 
transfer foil with a fluorescent layer and a reflective layer, the reflective layer being 
between the fluorescent layer and a screen panel, wherein the total surface area of the 
reflective layer is smaller than the total surface area of the fluorescent layer, and 
wherein a grid layer is between the reflective layer and the screen panel, and wherein 
there is an adhesive layer between the grid layer and the screen panel which adheres 
the reflective layer, the grid layer and the fluorescent layer to the screen panel, and 
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wherein a peripheral edge of the fluorescent layer extends beyond a peripheral edge of 
the reflective layer.
